It is understood that the announce- 
ment of the committee appointments 
will no! be made witliin a week or 10 
days ot the a(i»emblinj|{ of contrress 
and this fact has revived thescneuM 
which is brought to the front at the be 
ginniuK of every congress of passing a 
resolution allowing members to intro- 
duce bills and resolutlona subject to 
refer* lu e to commihees as soon as the 
latter is appointed. 

Suri)i iBo is expressed that the cua 
tomary call for a Democratic house 
caucus has not yet been issued. Mr 
Holuian of Indiana is the chairman of 
the caucus, and it is his function to 
issue this call, but he has not yet ar 
rived in Washington. The uncertainty 
on this point lias somewhat atubaT' 
rassed the state delegations that have 
candidates in the tielu for lionse ofBces, 
as tboy desire to have their foriual 
state caucuses fixed asnearlvas possible 
jireceding the full Democratic caucus. 

( )ne of thesi- offices, which has some 
how attracted less attention this vear 
than ever before, is that of chaplam of 
th^ house, vacated by the election of 
Chaplain Milburn to a similar position in 
the 6enat«. So far as known, there are 
but two caijilidiites in the field at this 
date. They are Rev. T. H. Stevenson, 
assistant paxtor of the Baptist church 
at Englewuud, Ills., and tlie Rev. Dr. 
Haddaway, late pastor of the Mount 
Vernon Methodist church in this city. 

All the candidates for doorkeeper of 
the house of representatives are now on 
the }<ronnd, and the contest has begun 
in earnest. Mr. Hurt of Tennessee naa 
opened headtiuarters at the Metropoli- 
tan, and Mr. Smith of Texas will hv 
there some time this week. Mr. Tur- 
ney will make his headcjuarters at his 
office in the house, but is likelj to be 
found at those places where members 
are most liable to gather. 

The attitutle of Tammany toward 
Mr. Turner is so far an unknown (inan- 
tity, tlKJUgh it is claimed by Mr. Tur- 
ner's friends that organization will be 
for him. Mr. Turner also claims- the 
bulk of the delegation from Georgia 
and Alabama, and all of Virginia and 
West VirKiniu. 

The fight a^'ainst Mr. Yoder, the 
present serK''iint-at-ariiis of the house, 
IS iHjing conducted with some vigor. He 
finds an opponent in his own state, Mr. 
8. E. Johnson, and another in the ner- 
son of ex-Representative Snow of Illi- 
nois, who has oj)ened head(iuarters and 
is showini< considerable strengthj How 
Ohio stands in regard to its two candi- 
dates is not known although each of the 
two men are claiming to have the sup- 
port of the majority of the delegation. 
■ Judge Livingston, Democratic Popu- 
list representative of Georgia, tiafi a 
plan by whicli he hopes to bring the 
silver (luestioii l)efore congress prompt- 
ly. He says that at the first opiifirtuni- 
ty he can get he intends to introduce a 
joint resolution defining the policy of 
the government and declaring' it to be 
the intention of this ctingress to main- 
tain the use of gold and silver as a cur- 
rency on parity with each other. 
"This," said Mr. Livingston, "will be a 
notice that we are favorable to a bi- 
metallic currency, and I have no doubt 
that it will be adopted. We can then 
go about the consideration of the de- 
tails more at leisure and effect the re- 
lief that is sought, 1 am one of those 
who do not l)elieve that the repeal of 
the Sherman law will prove an ade- 
quat« reme<ly for Uie ills from which 
we are suffering. jn'ople are in 

favor of the rejit-al of that law, but 
they will insist upon something to take 
its place, Kven free coinage will not 
sufHce. The suuth will with the 
west in the matter of enforc ing free 
coinage, but will join hands with the 
north and east in fixing the ratio."

COLORED BARBER MURDERED. 

His Body round lo • Wood KlddUd Wlib 
Bvliotai 

Winch E8TKR, Ind., Aug. 1.— O. K. 
Brown, a colored barber of this city, 

was mysteriously murdered about three 
miles south of here. When last si>ni 
he was driving south about 7 -.."lO p. m., 
but his horse returned ab'jut thret 
hours later without a driver. 

Two bullet holes were found in the 
buggy. SheriflF Fletcher and Marshal 
Cottin found Krowne's body in the 
woods, where it had been hidden. 
Three bullets were in the body, one in 
his left hip, one in his right breast and 
one in the right side of his head. Tlu 
body was brouKht here. There is nc 
clew as to who aid the deed, and a care- 
ful search of the grounds was made. 

Browne was brought here immediate- 
ly after the war by General Thomas 
Browne, the congresaman, lately de- 
ceased, and has owaad a Ibairher shop 
here erer sinoe. 

Ooadmple Murder. 

Antiou, Wis., Aug. 1, — William 
Nunemacher, a farmer, killed his wife 
snd babe and two bovs aged S and 8 
years by dashing oat their brains. He 
then plungfAl head first from a window 
in an attempt to kill himscdf. He is 
still iMive, out paralvzed. The cause 
ot the quadruple muroer and snioide is 
•aid to be the fear that the ftUnily 
would die from starvation.

New York, Aug, 1.— The British 
steamship Dorset limped Into port Sun- 
day m ccimde, and it required the 
serricei of three powerful tr^p to tow 
her to her dock in Brooklyn. 

The Dorset was badly handicapped. 
Her boilers were defecnve, and leaked 
like watering pots The plaleti parted 
at the seams, ber tnbes gnte oat, the 
cylinders allowed thesteatt lo escape 
through Wide apiarfurea, aad more than 
once at sea the big Shin was forced to 
cM into use her spreaa of canrass in 
order to keep her head onto the seas and 
while her old boilers were beina patched. 

In Mlditidn to theee djrawMcks the 
Dorseta crew was sadly deleted by the 
ravages of yellow fever. Bar chief en- 
gineer, Richard Peters, wai about the 
first to sueeiuab lo (be terrlUa "yellow 
jack." This was on Jan 4, he haTins 
Men stricken a few dayl before and 
while the vessel was lying at Santos. 
The chief mate, 8. W. Page, had died 
two days before, and in rapid succes- 
sion followed tha deaths of tlie donkey 
engineman. Von Der Wingert, and .f. 
Corbett, an American skipper, who a 
short time before taking passage on the 
Dorset, had abandoned his sailing ship 
Amy, in Santos. Her crew had been 
carried oft by the dreaded diaeaae. It 
was impossible to aecure another crew 
in Santoa, and after hia vessel had been 
riding at anchor in Santos Bay for 
nearly a year, and only i^tar be himself 
had been taken down with yellow fkver. 
did he decide to abandon his ship and 
return to the north. 

lu the meantime, during his enforce-i 
stay in the hospitAl in Santos, where he 
subsequently told Captain Conch of the 
Dorset he had been more treated like a 
dog than a man. The natives W'n live 
along the shore swarmed abc'-l Li^ 
ahip and looted it. The cargo waa car 
ried away piecemeal, and when the ]d- 
rates left the ship she was practically 
dismantled. Nothing remained but the 
hidl and the masts, and it was in this 
condition that Captain Corbett found 
his vessel when he returned after his 
discharge from the hospital. Every 
uieml)er of the crew waa dead, and the 
ship dismantled. With no funds to 
prepare her for sea, no poesibUlty of se- 
curing another crew and receiving no 
satisfaction from the authorities of 
Santos, to whom he complained. Cap- 
tain Corbett t<x)k passage home on the 
Dorset. He took a relapse and died at 
sea. 

WILL TEST THE_GEARY LAW. 

Cliln<>«e Six ConipHiiii-K Will Kndeuviir tu 
lift a Sercirul flouring. 

San Fraxcisco, Aug. 1.— Thomas D. 
Biordnn, attorney for the Chinese Six 
companies, atatea that, in connection 
with Joseph Choate of New York and 
other counsel, he is preparing to make 
a seoofid teat of the oonstitntlonality of 
the Geary Chinese registration law at 
the October session of the United States 
pupreme court. Ha states that at a 
former heiurlng of the oaae Jlistlce Ear- 
Ian waa in Pans, and that it is the prac- 
tice of the supreme court to consent to 
reconsideration of points inTolved in a 
decision given by other than a full 
bench where important constitutional 
(luestiona are concerned. He also cites 
the )bMt that the death of Jnatice 
Blatohford has removed one of the five 
jurists who upheld the law. 

Wreck in Mexico. 
MONCLOVA, Mex., Aug. 1.— A dis- 
astrous wreck occurred Saturday night 
on the Mexican Internationl railway 
near Trevini station. A waterspout 
had washed away several rods of track 
and the eastbound passenger train 
dashed into the gap.

^IcLaughlin were fatally and Fireman 
Martin seriously injured. A tramp 
who was stealing a ride was killed. 
None of the passr-ngers were injured,

Aug, 1.— There has not beei 
a general disposition on the part of the 
foreign exhibitors and employes to con 
form to the order of the council of ad- 
ministration regarding the scrutiny 
and stamping of passes '"Good Aftei 
Aug. 1." Many of these full term pass 
holders say they are not f;oinK to run 
alter the chief of their department oi 
the subordinktee of Superintendent 
Tucker tobeinspei'tedand investigated 

The British exhibitors and their em 
plovers talk in a deflaatway about theii 
rights and the ability of any man t( 
keep them away from their exhibiti 
when they hold a full-term pass. The} 
declare their intention of jumping ovei 
the turnstiles if the ticket-takers refuw 
them admission on their passes, and in 
timata that the British conunissionei 
gave them instructions. 

Other foreign exhibitors take th« 
stand-ground that as the passes thej 
served came through the comniissioneri 
from their country, they will takt 
orders from none other than the ofBdal 
representatives of their government 
The exhibitors say they have submittec 
to enough reatrictionaand indignities ir 
regard to their free sdmiaaion to tht 
fair. 

There is much complaint amongst 
both foreign and domestic exhibitor^ 
who have already met with a refusal 
txom the department chiefs or Superin 
tendent Tucker's department to mark 
passes good after Aug. l. on the grounO 
that they wore not regnlarly employed 
in attendance on exhibits. 

The indications are that beginning to 
day there will be plenty of trouble foi 
the employes of the department of ad 
misaiona as all the tickets have not been 
stamped. • The only remely will be in 
an extension of the time limit for flvt 
days or more to allow all who are ipn- 
titled to fwUier admission on their 
paaaea to get them marked. 

There hia been a big reduction in th* 
pass list already. Of the 85,00U full 
term and monthly passes which wer> 
ontstauding :M,000 nave been cancelled 
ortakanup. 

The Midway Plaiaanoa and other con 
cession passes and the exhibitors in 
manufacturers' building have been the 
heavleat losen by the iiupeotion schema 
of the council. 

The national commisaionera have not 
yet gone to Superintendent Tucker t< 
nave a record made of their badges 
which paaa them in the gate. Judginp 
by the temper and protests of the 
whole body they will make an effort ti 
sustain their waning dignity by order- 
ing the superintendent of the admis- 
sions bureau to appear before them and 
explain.
